Schooner Not Inspected Before 
Leaving Seattle Although Ke- 
fltted for Passengers. 



The American whaling schooner .Tano 
Gray, which sailed froin Seattle nn 
Thursday, .May 19, foundered three 
days later ninety miles north of Cape 
Flattery and thirty-four of the sixty- 
one persons who set sail on her perished. 
The survivors, twenty-seven in number, 
arrived here at an early hour yesterday 
morning on the sealing schooner Fav- 
orite, Capt. McLean, which picked them 
up at Kuyquot, after they had been adrift 
in an open launch, without water and 
with very little food, for thirty-six hours.

The wreck anil terrible loss of life 
can be credited to the shipping laws 
of the Uuited Slates, which do not pro- 
vide for the inspection of sailing ves- 
sels. The Jane Gray was built for the 
whaling business and was a small ves- 
sel of but 107 tons. She was no doubt 
well adapted for the purpose for which 
she was built, but could hardly be said 
t-o be suitable for carrying passengers, 
despite the changes that were made' ill 
her before sailing. A house had been 
erected on the foredeek for the accom- 
modation of the passengers and the sides 
not being made tight the water washed 
in, and was unable to run out, the scup- 
pers having been stopped up. 

This fatal mistake in the construction 
of the house was discovered as soon as 
the schooner reached the open sea, and 
those who had had some experience on 
shipboard realized that there was trouble 
abend, but the captain calculated that 
he could make the voyage to Kotzebuo 
sound, the contemplated destination, 
and continued northward, after stopping 
up the hawser pipe, through which the 
largest quantity of water was flowing. 

It was early on the Saturday morn- 
ing after the schooner left Seattle, and 
just as she had passed Cape Flattery, 
encountering n moderate gale, that the 
vessel was put about to allow the holes 
to be stopped up. But even this did, not 
keep the make-shift cabin free of water, 
the lower berths being Hooded all day 
Saturday. That evening the vessel was 
hove to and ("apt. Crocket! and Mate 
Hansen, who hail been on deck almost 
continuously for twenty-four hours, 
turned in for a rest, the second mate be- 
ing left in charge. At midnight the 
schooner was pumped out and reported 
nil right, but two hours later she took a 
decided list to the starboard and Capt. 
Crockett having been called, ordered 
all hands on deck. The passengers and 
crew hurried out. few having taken time 
to dress. The schooner was by this time 
on her beam ends, and two launches, 
which were being taken north by Major 
[ligralinm ant' the members of Pritfce 
Luigi's mountain climbing party, were 
easily launched, the Kennormn, in which 
the survivors reached shore being the 
firs! in the water. Capt. Crockett or- 
dered the passengers and the crew to 
take to the launches but they seemed 
to be dazed and took no notice of the 
order. As the Kennormn was being 
battered ngninsl the side of the sinking 
vessel Mate Hansen jumped into her to 
keep her off ami called to those who were 
clinging to the railings and riggings to 
jump into the water and swim to the 
launch. A number of them did so but 
the others seemed afraid to take to the 
water or were crazed with fright, cry- 
ing for help but making no efforts to 
save themselves. 

The second launch was tied to the side 
of the schooner and when last seen there 
were four or live men in her. There is 
just n bare possibility that they cut 
loose before the vessel sank, otherwise 
they must have been drawn down with 
her, for as it was the launch was partly 
filled with water. 

. One of tile ship's boats was smashed 
while being launched and the other for 
some reason was not cut loose. Nobody 
seemed to think of the little dory which 
was lashed to the top of the cabin, or if 
they did, did not think it. worth con- 
sideration. It floated off of its own

accord and was not noticed until it was 
out of reach. 

There were twenty-four men in (lie 
launch Kennormn when she drifted 
away from the schooner, the railing; of 
which was barely above water at the 
time. Tlie unfortunates who had been 
unable or afraid to reach the boat were 
clinging to the rails and riggings crying 
for help, which (hose in the launch were 
unable to oiler them. True they were 
safe in n boat, but they had neither ours 
nor paddles which would enable them to 
reach their less fortunate compan- 
ions. It was pitch dark at the time 
and whether the launch drifted out of 
sight and hearing or the schooner was 
swallowed up by the sea and the cries 
of her passengers and crew drowned, 
cannot be said, but suddenly, beyond the 
noise Hindi' by the wind and waves, the 
scene wns changed to one of quietness, 
such only us prevails after the terrible 
disaster, the witnesses of which are awe- 
si ruck. 

When daylight broke, two dark ob- 
jects wen ticed on the water, nil else 

having been engulfed or blown away. 
These two objects proved to be men, 
who with several others had been wash- 
ed off the railing just before the schoon- 
er disappeared from sight. They were 
Job Johnson and C. J. Reilly. The 
fact that they were picked up showed 
that the launch had not drifted far from 
the scene of the wreck, and with boards 
for oars, the launch was kept in tin 
vicinity until it was beyond doubt that 
only those in the launch had been saved. 

dipt. Crockett calculated that be was 
ninety miles northwest of Cape Flattery 
and about forty miles duo west from 
the Vancouver Island coast, and that 
by allowing the boat to be driven be- 
fore the wind he would reach some 
point on the Vancouver Island eoasl 
north of Clnyoquot. The launch was 
therefore headed northward and was 
driven to Union Island at the entrance 
to Kyuquot sound. It was about li 
o'clock on Monday afternoon, thirtv-si\ 
hours after they left the schooner 'that 
the survivors made a 'landing. 

During the thirty-six hours, they had 
had no water, except the rain water 
they caught in their bands and hats and 
their meals had consisted entirely of 
prunes and turnips, of which two sacks 
had been found in the launch. Luckily 
for those who left the schooner scantily 
clad, a bug of clothing was picked ,ip 
and the articles of wearing apparel 
were given lo those most in need. There 
was quite a sea running and it was rain- 
ing all the time -but fortunately the 
storm was not a fierce one. 

After the survivors had been on shore 
for some hours an Indian happened 
along and guided them (o Kyuquot, 
where they were able to secure' a sup- 
ply of provisions and where they found 
the schooner Favorite. 

Kev. Mr. Gamble, the Alaskan mis- 
sionary, seemingly lost entire control 
of his senses. Several of the passen- 
gers went to the entrance of the cabin 
lo assist Mrs. Gamble to the launch. 
Mr. Gamble was carrying their child 
and as he reached the deck and saw the 
confusion returned to his stateroom, 
calling on his wife to follow him and as 
he ship the door said "We will die to- 
gether." He afterwards came out on 
the deck alone but would not listen to 
the offers of the passengers to help his 
wife to the launch, returning to the stn1<'- 
rooin, where they must have been 
drowned like rats in a trap. 

The schooner was loaded to her hatches 
with the outlits of the mountain climb- 
nig party and the prospectors who were 
bound for Kotzebue sound, and besides 
the launches had a lot of coal and water 
barrels on her deck. She was not. how- 
ever, deep in the water, the outfits be- 
ing light. 

OFFICIAL UErOItT. 

Capt. Crockett, muster of the schooner, 
made the following report to the United 
States consul: 

"By this public instrument of protest 
be it known and made manifest to ail 
people that on this 1st day of June, 
1S0S, personally came and appeared be- 
fore me A. 10. Smith. United States con- 
sul, Victoria, B.C.; Ezekiel E. Crockett, 
master of the Uuited States whaling 
schooner Jane Cray, of Seattle. Wash., 
of registered tonnage 107 tons or there- 
abouts, otllcial number and Mate John 
Hansen, who did solemnly declare and 
state as follows: The American whal- 
ing schooner Jane Gray left: Seattle at G 
p.m. Thursday. May 1!). wan lowed by 
tug to fort Townsend along with the 
schooner Moonlight. Encountered light 
variable winds through the straits of 
San Juan de Fuca and about 4 p.m. 
Saturday, passed Cape Flattery out into 
the ocean in a moderate gale of wind 
when water began to come in through 
the hawser pipes Hooding the lower 
berths on the starboard side in (lie 
house built forward on the upper deck. 
The ship was turned about, the hawser 
pipes stopped up and the ship then con- 
tinued on her way but the forward cab- 
ins on, the deck had water over the (loot- 
on thes tnrbonrd side most of Saturday 
night. At S p.m. Saturday the ship was 
hove to under foresail and continued so 
until I! a.m. Sunday. May 22, when the 
mute reported there was something 
wrong with the ship, the vessel having 
been pumped out and reported all right 
at midnight. I ordered the foresail tak- 
en in and the boats cleared away. The 
bouts were cleared but only one surviv- 
ed that.

Cape Haytien, .Tune 2.— (1:15 a.m.)— 
The Spanish government, acting on ad- 
vices received hero from Havana intends 
to cut the cables which connect thut city 
with Key West, if the other Cuban 
cables are cut by the Americans. 

A despatch from Santiago says: "The 
American squadron which bombarded 
Santiago on Saturday was composed of 
14 vessels, among which were recognized 
the Iowa, Brooklyn, Massachusetts, Tex- 
as and New Orleans, besides a gunboat 
and auxiliary cruiser believed to be the 
Columbia. The live vessels which were 
recognized opened lire ou the batteries 
at Punta Uorda, Elinorro and Zneopu 
and also ou the cruiser Cristobal Colon, 
which had advanced toward the entrance 
of the harbor and was visible from the 
sea. The Americans lired projectiles of 
32 centimeters and the batteries as wel 
as the Cristobal Colon kept up an in 
cessaut repulsive tire. Two shots land- 
ed on the after part of the Iowa and 
caused damage. On the Spanish side tin 
damage was insignificant. The Amen 
cans withdrew at six o'clock last evening. 
This morning the American squadron re- 
appeared before Santiago, but contented 
itself with firing two shots which are 
believed to have been signals agreed up- 
on with the insurgents, who numbering 
2,000 to 3,000 are said to have concen 
trated three or four miles from Santiago. 
Great events are expected shortly at San 
tiago. 

Cape Haytien, Hayti, .Tunc 1.— The 
daily bulletin issued by the French Cable 
Company here to-tlay, apparently con- 
firms the news of Spanish origin, to the 
effect that a battle has been fought be- 
fore Santiago de Cuba. 

Madrid, Juno 1.— In the senate to-day 
Count Casa Valencia asked if the news 
of the American repulse at Santiago 
was official. The minister of marine 
Captain Aunon, replied affirmatively, ad- 
ding: "The news is a good augury for 
further victories, which the courage and 
■high merit of our sailors give reason to 
hope for." The senate unanimously 
"noted witli satisfaction the brilliant vie 
tory of the Spanish forces." 

Kingston, Jamaica, Juno 1.— The West 
Indian and Panama Cable Company is 
still receiving messages from Santiago 
de Cuba and the company avers the 
cables are not cut.

DASH BY TORPEDO BOATS. 

Report of Attempt on United State 
Ships Off Santiago. 

New Y'ork, June 1. — A despatch to the 
"World from Port Antonio, Jamaica, says: 
The lirst engagement between Commo- 
dore Schley's squadron and the Spanish 
ships of Cervera took place on Sunday 
night about midnight. Two torpedo boats 
made a desperate effort to destroy the 
American ships. They Were stopped in 
the nick of time owing to the vigilance 
of the men under Captain Phillips of the 
Texas. The torpedo boats had cleared 
the harbor and were creeping along in 
the shadow of Morro Castle and the 
mountain at the entrance to the harbor; 
they had travelled two miles to the west- 
ward when an officer on the deck of the 
Texas sighted them through his night 
glasses. Two search-lights of the Texas 
were turned on them, and the next in- 
stant the men, who had been sleeping at 
the loaded guns, were aroused and at 
work. The Hashing ligths told the Span- 
iards they were discovered, and they 
made a rush at full speed toward the 
Brooklyn and Texas. Before their bows 
swung around the crews of the port bat- 
teries of the Texas were firing upon 
them. The rapid-lire guns were used. 

The din of the guns of the Texas al- 
armed the whole ileet. The machine puns 
of the Brooklyn were at work a few sec- 
onds after the Texas started in. The 
other ships were lying further off shore. 
The call to general quarters was sounded 
on each of them, in the belief that all 
Ceryera's licet was coming out in a. des- 
perate effort to escape. Searchlights 
were placed on the water by all the ships. 
The Texas and Brooklyn poured such a 
furious shower of small shells at the tor- 
pedo boats that, the latter were forced 
to turn about and seek safety in the har- 
bor. What damage they sustained is un- 
known. The torpedo boats took shelter 
under the forts, and no attempt to pur- 
sue them was made. It is thought neither 
was struck, as they retreated so quickly, 
and made small targets in the uncertain 
light. The Spaniards got within 500 
yards of the Texas. The greatest vigil- 
ance at night is preserved on the Ameri- 
can fleet to prevent such attacks as that.

TRADE RELATIONS. 

New York Merchants' Association Pa for 
An Arrangement With the Do- 
minion.

the United States and Canada and the 
crown colony of Newfoundland are now 
the subject of duscussion for readjust- 
ment between officials of the respective 
governments of these countries and 
provinces; and whereas it is desirable 
that these regulations be placed upon 
a basis of mutual interchange of traffic 
under closer and more harmonious re- 
lations; and whereas the tendency of 
the time is toward the establishment of 
such relations for mutual advantage: 

"Therefore, be it resolved that the 
officers of this association request the 
President of the United States and pro- 
per officials of the state department hav- 
ing this subject under consideration to 
do all in their power to forward the 
readjustment of the commercial rela- 
tions between the countries above men- 
tione; and be it further resolved jhat^i t 
is the aim of the officers and directors 
of this association to do all within their 
power to further the object in view.'' 

Copies of these resolutions will be sent 
to President McKinley, Secretary Day 
and officials of the Dominion of Canada 
and Newfoundland. The Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce recently passed simi- 
lar resolutions.

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TORPEDO BOAT IK WAR. 

Much Is Expected of tlio Destroyer— 
Events May Show That the bat- 
tleship is Worthless. 

(II. W. Wilson in the Loudon Mall.) 

No factor in the Spanish navy lias ex- 
cited more uneasiness . in the minds of 
American naval olticers than the flotilla 
which lias just left tho Capo Verde Is- 
lands. The llotillu is not numerically 
strong; it musters only three destroyers 
and as many torpedo boats and though 
the destroyers arc now and of the best, 
the boats are comparatively old. But it 
is (cared because the torpedo and tor- 
pedo boat arc comparatively now and 
very terrible engines of war. Given luck 
Ihesc three small nnd Insignificant ves- 
sels have the power of sending the tin- 
est ship in the world to the bottom. 

Against these the United Slates have 
some torpedo boats, but no destroyers, 
completed. They are— to quote an Am- 
erican journal— '•entirely lacking in the 
small but terribly effective war craft, 
I he torpedo boat destroyer." At the be- 
ginning of the war there were four ot 
Ihesc craft oil thes tocks, but none of 
them can be delivered within the next 
throe months. 

The destroyer was lirst built in France 
as Car back as 18iJ3. Tin- lirst of the 
type wns the Bonibe, of 395 Ions and IS 
knot speed, a vessel which was of the 
destroyer's size but of the gunboat's 
speed. She was folio wed by a bout built 
in England for Spain, the Destroyer, of 
almost exactly the Bumbo's size, but of 
T2 l A. knots. 

The lirst British destroyer was the 
1 I II voc, launched in 18'JU. She sl earned 
a little of knots, and was a com- 

plete success, She was the forerunner 
of a class of ninety-six vessels, which 
plaeed our navy in advance of any other 



for Instance, the three Spanish boats 
from the Cape Verdes reach Porto Itico 
or Cuba? The answer must be, yes. 
In ISSti two small British boats, Nos. 
(il and 012, made the voyage from Ply- 
mouth to Halifax in the teeth ot ice- 
bergs and bad weather. TKey arrived 
safely, under convoy of the troopship 
Tyne. In 1879 a Russian boat, the Ba- 
tum, went from London to Nikalaiev, a 
distance of 4,800 miles, without any in- 
jury. 

Kut the most remarkable voyage was 
one accomplished in 1S80 by foun. Ar- 
gentine torpedo boats, under sail, from 
Plymouth to Buenos Ayres. Ail arrived 
safely, though one was seventy-two days 
in making the passage. 

These boats were all much smaller 
than those which Spain possesses, and 
therefore there is no reason why the 
Spanish torpedo flotilla should not cross 
the Atlantic with comparative case. Wt 
have in the past three or four years 
gained much experience as to the sen- 
keeping qualities of these small vescls 
Thus, in the China-Japan war of L894 
05 a flotilla of sixteen Japanese boats 
constantly cruised, scouted und fought 
and the breakdowns were few and far 
between. 

The performance of the Spanish and 
American torpedo boats will lie watch- 
ed witli the utmost interest throughout, 
the naval world. It is possible that, one 
result, of the war may be to abolish the 
battleship.

armed. In war the torpedo boat will 
have a very poor time when faced by 
the destroyer. And so naturally enough 
Russia and France arc building destroy- 
ers fast, because they find their tor- 
pedo boat are already >ut of date. 

Many students of war— among them 
the most brilliant Admiral Colcomb— 
are ot opinion that with the advent of 
the fast destroyer the day of the bat- 
tleship has passed away. They consider 
that, one battleship will stand no chance 
against the fifteen or twenty .destroyers 
which her cost would provide. 

The war cannot fail to throw light 
upon this point, though, unfortunately - 
or, perhaps, fortunately for the United 
States— Spain has not enough destroyers 
to decide the question satisfactorily. 
Five or six destroyers might be beaten 
with comparative ease, when ten or lit- 
teen would succeed. Ami therefore the 
results obtained during the struggle 
will not be wholly conclusive as to the 
value of I his new type. 

The Whitehead torpedo was lirst cm- 
ployed in actual service by the British 
cruiser Shah, against the revolted Per- 
uvian turret-ship Huascar, in 1S7T. The 
torpedo missed its target, and achieved 
nothing. In the war between ltussia 
anil Turkey the Whitehead was used 
twice, and, according to the Turks, 
without, tlu- slightest result. _ 

The first, ship sunk by the Whitehead 
was the Blanco Fnealada, torpedoed by 
the gunboats Lynch and Condon in the 
Chilian civil war. .last as the day was 
breaking the gunboats ran into the bay 
where the big enemy was 
-rew were on' their guard: 
r ollicers were ashore; and 
no nets out to catch 
"wo Whiteheads were 
-both unsuccessfully— before the Blan- 
co opened lire. A third and a fourth 
were discharged under a terrific rain ol 
six-pounder shells. The Blanco was 
struck; a dull, heavy explosion followed; 
and in two minutes the battleship sunk, 
drowning nearly 100 ollicers and men.

In the Brazilian civil war of 1S0-I the 
torpedo scored a second success. On the 
night of April L5 the battleship Aqiuda- 
ban was sunk by a torpedo gunboat, the 
Sampaio. The latter had the help of 
three torpedo boats. Presently slie saw 
something dimly through the darkness 
and Hteamed toward it. At. mice lights 
blazed on board the enemy, and a tre- 
mendous fire was opened, through which 
the Sampaio steered. Closing with her 
big foe, the Sampaio fired two torpedoes. 
The first missed; the second went home, 
and knocked a huge hole in the Aquidn- 
ban's bows. 

As tlie Aquidaban was lying in sun:- 
low water she did not sink, and she 
actually suffered no loss. In the torpedo 
craft one man was very slightly wound- 
ed, But. in spite of this trilling loss a 
very powerful iron-clad had been dis- 
abled. 

At Wclhiiiwel, in 1805, I he torpedo 
scored a vet more brilliant success. For 
here in four attacks Chinese ships of 
J4,000 tons displacement wen' sent t" 
the bottom by this terrible engine of 
war witli a loss to I he Japanese of only 
a few ollicers and men. The great epi- 
sode was the sinking of the Ting Yuen. 
It is thus described by an English ofllccr 
on board that ship: 

"Alarm rockets from our guard boats 
were seen. Presently firing took place 
from some of our ships. We ourselves 
opened lire, but what the object was I 
could not distinguish. After a tune we 
ceased firing, ami just then I saw a 
dark object, probably half a mile away. 
Fire was opened upon it, and I ran up 
the standard compass ercetioM to get a 
better view. 

"Through my glass I saw a double- 
funiielled torpedo boat coining end-on for 
us on our port beam. When she wns 
about HO!) yards off she turned himl-a- 
port As she turned I saw that we had 
hit her badly, as a lot of steam was to 
be seen. A few seconds afterwards she 
turned and we were bit on the quarter. 
The shock was a heavy, quivering one, 
such as I should imagine an earthquake 
to be like. The sound of the explosion 
was a loud, dull thud. A column of 
water dashed on board, and there was n 
faint, sickly smell from the explosion. 

The full account, may be studied in 
Lieut. Armstrong's brilliant work on 
"Torpedoes and Torpedo Boats." It may 
well be compared with the story of the 
Maine explosion, where the effects were 
far more terrible, as a larger torpedo was 
used. 

One point which will occur lo my rend- 
ers is this: Can comparatively small 
t torpedo boats cross the Atlantic? Can,

A PREHISTORIC -MAN. 

Supposed Kellc of the Mound builders 
Found Near Columbia, Mo. 

A s| lal dispatch to the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat from Columbia, Mo., on >May 
-1 says: The skeleton of a prehistoric man 
has Just been unearthed ten miles east of 
Columbia. The skeleton Is not so remark- 
able as the vault In which It was found, 
which was lli feet under ground ami of 
wonderfully Ingenious construction. Those 
who unearthed the skeleton, which is be- 
lieved to be that of a mound builder, are 
Kev. T. I), l'cnn, John A. Ford, Dr. La 
Master and William Crenshaw. A cut was 
made with scrapers and teams through a 
sandy loam, of which the mound was con- 
structed throughout. When the vault was 
reached the cut was found to be 12 feet 
deep. Directly under the apex of the 
mound the vault was found. It was V feet 
il inches long, U feet tl inches broad and 
2 feet deep, lying due east and west, with 
the head to the west, lined with thin 
limestone rocks, forming a floor and walls 
to the vault. The skeleton was In a more 
or less decomposed condition, each bone 
in place, or the ashes of Its decomposi- 
tion clearly outlining Its position, except- 
ing tin; bones of the head. When the 
stones were taken from tile vault the wall 
showed the Impression of the tools with 
which It was dug, some of Which were 
cut from the clay walls. No breaks or 
marks of tools of any kind were found on 
the lining stones. 

"This man of old was feet high or more 
In his moccasins, ilnd came to Ids death 
In the pilme of life. While all the bones 
of the skeleton were found in position, 
from those of the heel to the atlas, the 
bones of the bead were found lo be either 
absent or occupying widely separated places 
at the head of the vault. The lower jaw, 
a bone known to resist decay equal to 
any other bone of the body, was all absent, 
not a tooth from which could be found. 
The upper right alveola process, contain- 
ing live teeth, was found In a good slate of 
preservation. The theory is advanced that 
tills pnrt of tin' upper Jaw was detached 
from the fleshy part and therefore, re- 
sisted decomposition. Other teeth from 
the same law were found with part of the 
upper skull bone on the other side of the 
vault. The piece with teeth In It was 
found oil the left side of the bodv. Noth- 
ing could have disturbed the body after 
it was laid In the vault. Both the teeth 
found and the upper cud, or the neck of 
the femur, indicate a man of middle age. 
The cut was made a few feet from the 
center of the mound, so as not to disturb 
the vault with tools while making the 
cut."

Messrs. 1). W. Higgius and \V. H. 
Ilayward were yesterday nominated at 
a convention held in the Colwood school, 
to contest Esquimalt district at the coin- 
ing elections as standard bearers of the 
opposition. The meeting was attended 
by some fifty residents of the district 
and the city, ami was presided over by 
Mr. Richard Phillips, while Rev. VY. H. 
C Ellison acted as secretary. 

Prefacing his 40-niinute address, Mr. 
Higgius drew a. sad and thirsty pictu.'U 
of the blistered crops, dusty roads and 
gloomy faces he had noted in Metchosin 
on the occasion of his last visit to the 
district. These had told him, he said, 
Hint it was time for a change; and when 
the welcome thunder storm on Thursday 
night showered its blessings from heaven 
it seemed to him that nature joined in 
the opinion— it's time for a change poli- 
tically as well as meteorologically. 

With regard to his platform. He had 
been accused of being a variegated poli- 
tician, deserting the government after' 
giving it eleven years of faithful alleg- 
iance. To this he would say that lie had 
remained loyal to the government as long 
as the government remained loyal to the 
province. He pointed to his rulings dur- 
ing his long term us Speaker in proof of 
Ids unwavering fairness and declar- 
ed that no complaint had ever been found 
with him until he had found it his duty 
to withdraw his support from the party 
and tell the world— the little world of 
Esquimau district— how the province had 
been brought face to face with such a 
liuancial catastrophe as overwhelmed 
Newfoundland, and through the same 
cause— over-expenditure. 

He denied emphatically that 'he had 
ever sought a constituency in the upper 
country, reiterated his determination to 
do or die for Esquimalt, anil took to him- 
self the credit of having been indirectly 
responsible — by his declaration in Koot- 
emiy — for the Liberal convention declar- 
ing against the introduction of Eastern 
line parties in British Columbia politics. 
As to his being a disappointed applicant 
for cabinet honors he could only say 
that as long ago as in 1S89 hi; had been 
offered the position of head of the chief 
spending bureau of the government — the 
lands and works department — and had de- 
clined. If he bad any desire for cabinet 
honor it would certainly have been then 
under such a premier as Hon. Mr. Rob- 
son, who, had he lived, would never have 
allowed the deficit to reach its present 
proportions, the rich men to escape tax- 
ation at the cost of the poor, or himself 
(Mr. Biggins.) to he lost to the govern- 
ment party. 

Quoting from files of 'the Colonist the 
laic Speaker proceeded to show how 
nine years ago both government and op- 
position in the house had joined in recog- 
nition of ids brains and independence; 
how he had been the real introducer of 
the Torrcn's system in British Colum- 
bia, and the father of the Legal Profes- 
sions act; and how the late Hon. Mr. 
Rohson had approved of his independ- 
ence instead of — as his successor had — 
causing him to bet read out of the party, 
as soon as he bad had the temerity to 
oppose the Cassiar Central grab. 

"So soon as I dill that," said Mr. Hig- 
gius, "1 was a marked man. We don't 
want you any more, they said. But 
what the devil do I care? I hid been 
offered n portfolio and refused it in one 
of (he best governments this province 
has ever had. Who is there in the pres- 
ent-crowd Hint offered anything, small 
or big, would refuse it? They'd take any- 
thing, the more the better, unless it. was 
too large to get away with." 

Proceeding. Mr. Higgius asserted that 
he had done his duty in voting with the 
solid opposition on the vote of confidence 
in the government, although he grudg- 
ingly admitted that the government's 
Yukon railway bill carries the best terms 
with it that any railway charter in Bri- 
ish Columbia has yet contained; Mr. 
Hunter had warmly opposed the govern- 
ment on that measure, but be had come 
back the next day and practically said 
he didn't mean it. He would stick to 
the government despite his strong con- 
demnation on this occasion, fur he had 
very good reasons for doing so. When 
Mr! Hunter talked plainly to tic- gov- 
ernment he was not read out id' the 
party. Nor was he called "an impertin- 
ent or chmv." That was what hap- 
pened to Mr. Forster, that, bravo litt'e 
man who had raised himself from a 
common coal miner to the position of a 
farmer, and who had seen lit to arraign 
Col. Baker for his land grabbing sp:"itla- 
tlons. The Colonel in reply had risen 
wralhfully and called him "an impertin- 
ent crce-chaw." 



MR. CARTHEW EXONERATED; 

Magistrate Macrae on the Preliminary 
Hearing Dismisses the Informa- 
tion. 

Yesterday forenoon Magistrate Mac- 
rae gave his decision on the preliminary 
hearing of the case brought by the Ex- 
plorers & Travellers, Limited, against 
Mr. J. A. Carlhew, with the result that 
Mr. Cartliew was honorably discharged. 
The magistrate was very brief in his re- 
marks, stating that he could find nothing 
in the evidence that, would justify him 
in sending it to a higher court for trial. 
At the same time he expressed his re- 
gret at. the delay in giving his decision, 
but this was unavoidable as it \vas only 
on the previous day that he had received 
the transcript of the short hand report 
of the evidence.

The following Is a copy of a letter from 
Miss Florence Nightingale to the Countess 
of Aberdeen: ■ 

10 South St., I'lU'k banc. London. 

May 5, IfellS. 
Dear Lady Aberdeen— 1 do rejoice at the 
success wnich 1ms attended your efforts to 
Initiate the plan for establishing trained 
district nurses In Canada. With great in- 
Icest I have read tie- papers you have so 
kindly sent me. Let me gladly add myself 
as a witness of experience hero to the great 
blessings which ttie t ruined district nurses 
have been to the sick and pour. 

It' you are able to maintain the high 
standard for yum- nurses winch yon. have 
iaid down, and succeed In attracting good 
young women to cater upon the work, 
there can he no doubt that It will go on 
aad prosper. Difficulties and trials there 
must he, hut with so uoble an object It 
is worth the expenditure of much labor and 
patience. 

What has been •the experience of the last 
thirty years with regard to the Improve- 
ment id hospital training ahd the means 

by which it has h 1 atlal IV This, 

namelv, that iti has been brought about 
first by making the hospital a "lionm," tit 
for good young women, educated, young 
women, to live In and pursue their cull- 
ing in, and next by raising the charac- 
ter of nursing lute a genuine calling by 
which nurses can earn an homo-able live- 
lihood. Then from the hospital training 
school the area of the trained nurses: work 
become extended to private nursUig— nurs- 
ing I lie well-to-do— and latterly to that far 
more numerous class id' patients who are 
cither entirely destitute or only aide to 
make a small contribution I'm' the ser- 
vices nf tlie nurse - and yet who are act 
tit subjects fur hospital treatment. 

It is especially and above all to this 
class that the trained district nurse has 
proved so great a boon. For the duties of 
a district nurse more experience, more self- 
denial is wanted than for those of a hos- 
pital nurse or private nurse who have the 
doctor always at hand lo refer to. and 
have all the appliances of hospital or house 
at the service of the patient. 

The success of district nursing depends 
more than In hospital and private nurs- 
ing mum the character of tin- nurse; and 
the character of the nurse depends very 
much niion the nature of her training and 
the continuance nf those helps, physical and 
moral, which the good hospital "home has 
supplied to her. These helps have been 
found In the system of district nurses' 
homes under trained superintendents which 
have been established here wdth so much 
success In London, Edinburgh, Dublin and 
other large towns and which yon propose 
to adopt In Canada. Is it not to those 
homes that von will have to look to train 
In district work and qualify for service 
In small towns and country places— pursu- 
ing their calling under periodical super- 
vision and i.s members of a society In- 
spired hy the "esprit de corps" of Joint 
workers In a noble and Christian cause. 

We doubt In some respects your popula- 
tion, especially In nival districts, differs 
much from that of an old country, and 
somewhat different methods will be re- 
quired. Ilappilv there docs not exist with 
von that large number of sick poor who 
iue unable to pny anything for the ser- 
vices of the nurse. You arc fortunate 
In having obtained the aid of Miss Mac- 
leod In beginning the work. She seuiecd 
In the visit she was so good as to pay me, 
to be thoroughly Imbued with the true 
spirit required for district nursing. There 
Is little tear but that any dissentient med- 
ical men will quickly learn from actual 
experience to appreciate the value to I hem 
of the district nurse as an Intelligent hand- 
maid and not an Interfering Interloper. 

Heartily do we wish success to the Vic- 
toilnn nurses and to all Canadian workers 
In this good cause. Need I say mat I 
feel quite grieved and humiliated at linvlng 
been so long In answering your kind, good 
litter': Your kindness will at least admit 
my true excuse of a bad lime in health 
which has scarcely allowed of my doing 
the most pressing duties. Agn'n and again 
I give von joy of your benefieleul works 
and I rim iverflowlngl.v your servant

Iilvlng Nations to Encroach Upon Terri- 
tory of Decadents. 

Lord Salisbury's speech at the annual 
meeting of the Primrose League Wednes- 
day contained some very interesting rc- 
llcctious upon present International con- 
ditions nud tendencies. The nations of 
the world .it the present time -ire tu be 
classed, the British premier said, as Un- 
living ami the dying. "We have to-day 
he Sllid, "n few great countries of enor- 
mous power, full of vigor." with armies of 
magnitude never dreamed of In former 
limes, with weapons of Increasing ef- 
llriiey nnd with lallwnys Hint give tliem 
means of concentrating speedily ut uue 
point, the whole military force of their 
populatiou. Side by side with these splen- 
did organizations there nre a number of 
communities that are perishing, ihey are 
mainly non-Christian communities, but 
not exclusively so, nnd In these stales 
disorganization and decay are advancing 
almost as fust us the power of tin- other 
class Is Increasing " " I'be process," Lord 
Salisbury added, "is proceeding;" the week 
states me becoming weaker and the 
strong states stronger. The inevitable 
result Is that the living nations will grad- 
ually encroach upon tile territory ot the 
dying ones, nnd the seed of conflict will 
speedily appear, Kngl.md would not lie 
allowed to be ill u disadvantage in nnv 
rearrangement that takes place. On the 
other band, shir would not be Jealous 
If desolation and sterility were removed 
bv the aggrandizement ol it rival power." 
It Is easy to see Hint his lordship Is re- 
ferring tn England, ltussln, France, tier- 
ninny and the United Slates us Hie "liv- 
ing" nnd "strong" com muul lies, and lots 
In mind Turkey, China and Spain us '•liv- 
ing" anil "weak" ones. A subclass of 
weal; states, embracing such countries as 
Austria. Italy ami tile republics of South 
and Central America seems lo be desig- 
Ullted In the following reference: "There 
are. other countries which are not well 
provided with lending men or ministers III 
whom they can trust, Unit ore apparently 
drawing nearer and nearer to Hint fate 
and yet clinging with strange tenacity lo 
the life Which they have. Misgovern men I 
Is constantly on the Increase there ami 
their administration is a mass of corrup- 
tion, so that there Is no Una ground on 
which any hope of reform or restoration 
can he based, anil ia oilier respects they 
nre presenting a terrible picture to the 
more enlightened portions of the world." 
It Is the destiny of effete, unintelligent, 
unprogresslve governments, according to 
Lord Salisbury, to be absorbed by tin. liv- 
ing and progressive governments. The 
small nations whose separate existence Is 
u misfortune for their citizens and n nui- 
sance to other countries, are to be incor- 
porated in the growing empires, and it is 
best for The absorbed people Hint this 
should be tbeir fate They will get bet- 
ter administration at less cost, however 
much their national aspirations and race 
folding may be disregarded In the change. 

There is, perhaps, nothing new hi Lord 
Salisbury's philosophy; ii Is but a state- 
ment, In a general form of what has oc- 
curred in nil uses— what Englnud, ltussln. 

(ierinany and France have 1 i lining (111 

very recently In respect to the barbarous 
peoples with whom they have eonie Into' 
contact in Asia, Africa and America, nnd 
what he thinks Hie United States will do 
Willi Cuba. The doctrine of nbosnrtlon Is, 
however, just now being deliberately 
adopted— and this is nil that Is new in the 
sltuntlon— 'by the stronger powers :is a 
pulley In order tn promote commercial In- 
terests and on a larger scale than ever be- 
fore. China Is Uppermost In Lord Salis- 
bury's mind. In fact, his speech was de- 
voted ehietly to a statement of England's 
altitude toward the process of dismember- 
ment now going on there. "Tills govern- 
ment." he said, "felt bound not in en... 
inenee the dismemberment of China, hut 
as the result of the policy of others. Kiic- 
hind now holds the most advantageous 
position, by holding Wel-Hn l-We|. that 
could be defended from the seii, and on 
the sea England fears no opponent, If 
China should collapse, there would be 
great confusion, giving opportunities for 
extension. Which England would wel- 
come." As respects Russia's obtaining 
Port Arthur, tbnr country, he held, lind 
made n great mistake in Inking It. for the 
n"t had not Increased KussIu'k Influence 
nt the court In Peking. Be Ibis us It mnv. 
the prime minister's speech frankly 
abandons the policy of "hands off" as be- 
ing Impracticable, and accepts the policy 
of absorbing a share of Chlnn when the 
breakup comes. Tile Gorman kaiser's 
dream of the yellow race overrunning 
Europe was not. It seems, it true one; ICu- 
tope Is to overrun the yellow nice.

Why 
was Mr. Hunter not read out ot the 
party as he (Mr. Higgius) had been. Ltc- 
cause Mr. Hunter was too strong a nian 
In antagonize, while Mr. Forster ami 
himself were weak, although they meant 
lo lie stronger when next they went 
into the legislature. 

Having expressed his determination to 
stand linn by his present declaration of 
principles, Air. Miggins declared that 
strong forces were at work tigaiust him 
in the present contest, and even within 
Hie past two days an honest voter of 12s- 
(lllimult had been' approached by a gov- 
ernment worker with the remark that 
"we've lota of money." Such ntteiuids 
or threats fortunately would not count 
now that the people had a fair election 
act at Inst, which they had never hud 
before, "thanks to that brave little fel- 
low Forster, a farmer like yourselves.^ 
Passing with brief condemnation die 
voting of Hon. Messrs. Martin nnd link- 
er against the Chinese exclusion act and 
Hon. Mr. Pooley's stand on the mort- 
gage tax, Mr. Higgius declared that lite 
latter was us plainly dual robbery as 
Unit one nud one make two, despite Mr. 
I'ooley's assertion that an intricate prob- 
lem was involved, lie then touched on 
Ihe estimates, prophe'seying thai Hie rev- 
enue would not come within $150,(100 of 
flint estimated, and that taxes will sure- 
ly be increased after the general elec- 
tion. 'I'lii' expenses of government 
should never, be claimed, exceed the 
estimated revenue, but as it was the 
great bulk of the cost of public works 
jntist now be obtained from the public 
works loan. The question was how long 
would the constituency consent, lo be 
bribed with road money and pay it back 
in tuxes. In conclusion he would ad- 
mit that he had been foolish in so long 
supporting the goveruiuet, but it would 
he remembered that every year in his 
budget speech Hon. Mr. Turner hai 
promised a surplus for "next year," al- 
though that surplus had never yet come 
nor would so long as the present gov- 
ernment was in power. That would not 
he long, for the electors could no longer 
he bought or threatened under the new 
election act, and lie (Mr. Higgius) was 
more than ever determined to die if need 
be in lighting for Esquimau and "the In- 
terests of bis. fellow man.'' His oppo- 
sition, he declared, to lie entirely disin- 
terested, for were a new government 
formed and a port folio offered him he 
would not consider it for a moment if it 
involved any sucrihec of the interests 
of his constituents. 

As to the cheap money bill las lo 
which Mr, Wales made inquiry), he had 
not yet studied it with sulllcient cure lo 
speak at length upon it, but regarded it 
as ton intricate and hedged iu by con- 
ditions to be practical, lie believed it 
u catch of the same character as the 
Utopian conciliation ami arbitration bill 
introduced by Col. Maker, who cured 
ubout :is much for the workingmun us 
lie I. Mr. Higgius) fur a block of wood. 

In his peroration Mr. Higgius promis- 
ed, if he and his newly joined party 
were returned to power, they would see 
to it that Ihe fanners' bridges were iipt 
destroyed, that damages would lie paid 

when w lpiles were fired by sparks 

from the locomotives, and that the cat- 
tle guards would be provided on "he 
B. & X. 

Mr. Ilnyward, would not endeavor, he 
said, to speak us Mr. Higgius had for 
forty-live minutes. He would be brief 
and lo Ihe point, lie first noticed an 
editorial paragraph in the Colonist com- 
mending Messrs. Pooley and Bulleu to 
the electors of Esquimau on the ground 
that their stake in the district was 
greater than that possessed by Mr. Hig- 
gius or himself, h'or himself, he would 
say that his home, his living, his wife 
and his child were here, and he would 
not admit that .Mr. Pooley had a larger 
Interest. If Mr. I'ooley's stake Was 
termed larger it was misnamed Mr. 
I'ooley's, lor it was iu reality the Duns- 
muir stake. For himself he was against 
the Dunsmuirs, against Mr. Pooley, nnd 
for a people's government for the peo- 
ple. His platform included a liberal 
expenditure on public works but with 
better supervision, by which maintenance 
costs would be lessened and better re- 
sults be obtained. He advocated in brief 
Ihe division of the district into sections 
anil that the work be placed more di- 
rectly in the hands of the people. As to 
Chinese exclusion, he was as he always 
bad been, heartily opposed to alien labor; 
nnd as to Mr. Pooley, he did not see 
how that gentleman could ever success- 
fully defend his antagonism to the peo- 
ple in twice lighting against their cause 
iu the courts— once in the Coal Mines 
Regulation act test and again in ihe 
Precious Metals case. He maintained 
that coal miners should be compelled to 
take out free miners' licenses, for the 
present discrimination in their favor 
could never he defended as just or equit- 
able. He was opposed to land grants— 
the curse of this country and full no 
where more keenly than iu Vancouver 
Island. Of course it was the people who 
had called upon the government to grant 
the two million acres to the E. «!c N., 
but the people had since then bad op- 
portunity to learn wisdom by experience 
iind no more should be given. The gov- 
ernment had been persistent in its wast- 
ing of the public domain, as instance 
Ihe allotment, of the Nelson & Port 
Sheppard grant to the absolute exclusion 
of tlie settlers. And other railways were 
iu much the same position. He was iti 
favor of all railways receiving provin- 
cial aid giving in return provincial eon- 
If this were deemed unwise or premature 
ally he would like lo see all roads own- 
ed or operated by the government, but 
i ft his were deemed unwise or premature 
Ihe people should at least have control 
of. Ihe money they put into ihe roads, 
Agricultural lands should be roseivod 
for actual settlers; no more speculation 
in lands should he allowed; a new .^,vs- 
1 fin of land assessment should he de- 
vised so that once in a while the owner 
and Ihe assessor might come face to 
face and values be determined upon a 
legitimate basis— once every four years 
would be quite sufficient; restrictions 
should be placed upon the holders of 
charter privileges so that companies 
should be kept strictly within the powi-s 
conferred upon them. Speaking gener- 
ally Mr. Ilnyward hoped to see the next 
government of the people, lor the peo- 
ple and by the people — the reverse In- 
deed Of the present administration, lie 
looked for a strong expression of opin- 
ion within the next few weeks and the 
return of nil anti-monopoly legislature. 
As to Mr. Bullen he was no doubt n 
very estimable and very able man, hut 
he had not been asked to run by the 
people of the district, and they could 
find others finite as callable to represent 
them. In conclusion, be contrasted the 
assistance rendered the colonists of ISella 
Coo In and of Sun Juan, and maintained 
Hint the latter had been most unfairly 
treated by the government, and the rep- 
resentatives of Esquimult in the next 
parliament, should see to it that the 
conditions were reversed. 

On the conclusion of Mr. Hnywitrd'a 
address Mr. .lames Phair moved, and 
Mr. .Tallies Miln seconded, the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Higgius and Mr. Qnyward 
as the opposition candidates, a 'id the mo- 
tion was made unanimous, Mr. Argylc 
and others afterwards speaking tit soklC 
length in support of the candidates and 
In opposition to the government,

Victoria to Italse the .Sum ot Slo.UOU 
for Water Works Purposes. 

Whereas a petition signed by the owners 
■of more than one-teuth of the value of the 
real property lu the Municipality of the 
said City of Victoria (as shown by the last 
Assessment Koll) has been presented to the 
Municipal Council requesting them to Intro- 
duce a by-law for raising a sum of money 
not exceeding ijilJsOUO for the purpose of 
completing and rendering effectually opera- 
tive the said water work* of the said City 
of Victoria. 

And whereas the estimated cost Of com- 
■jilellng the said water works Is ¥15,U0U 
which sum It Is proposed to raise by way 
of loan upon the credit of tlte naid city as 
'hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas It will require the sum of 
$8,445 to be raised annually for the pay- 
ment (jf the debt Intended to be hereby 
-created and .the Interest tlieruon. 

And whereas thu amount of the whole 
• ratable laud and Improvements or real 
(property o-f the said Corporation of the City 
of Victoria according to the lust revised 
Assessment Koll Is .f lC,S04,;i;>ii.

5. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause the said debentures and the In- 
terest coupons, either or both, to be made 
payable at such place either in Great 
Britain, the United Stales of America or 
the Dominion of Canada as may be desired. 

0. For the purpose of raising annually a 
certain specific sum for the .payment of the 
Interest on the said debentures during their 
currency there shall be raised annually the 
sum of $075.00, and for the purpose of rais- 
ing annually a certain specific sum for the

TRUE STORY. OF P AUG. VI. 

Thrilling Account of This Terrib'e 
Storming, by a Nottingham Cor- 
poral. 

(Wo arc indebted to Brother Willinip 
"Woou, of George Stephenson Lodge, So. 
ma, of Schenectady, .\. V., for lire fol- 
lowing letter.) 

Corporal .1. Giles, of the Forty-fifth 
Derbyshire Regiment, at present engaged 
on active service on the Indian frontier, 
has sent home to his parents, ut Kobiu 
Hood street, Nottingham, a long letter, 
in which he gives a graphic account of 
the capture ^of Diirgai, and does soiiie- 
thing to correct au error which ut first 
was almost universally made. Corporal 
Giles' letter, which is most interesting 
throughout is as follows: 

"News from the field. 

"(.'amp, Sampngha Pass, N. \V. Fron- 
tier, November 14, lSUi'. My Dear 
.Mother and Father:— No doubt you have 
been wondering how it is you haven't 
had a letter from me so long. This is 
the first chance 1 have had to put n line 
together except once, and 1 was too late 
for the field post then, and this is the 
second time only since on the expedition 
that we have been fortunate enough to 
come across a held postollice, and 1 hope 
this is in time to go. Well, dear mother 
and father, 1 supiio.se you have read of 
us being on service, und 1 have hud n»,V 
belly full of it. What with hardships 
and" the cold it has severaly tried me; 
hut to go on with the fighting part of it. 
No doubt you have heard of the gallant 
charge of the Gordons at. Dargai Hill, 
but just allow one who was an eye-wit- 
ness of the whole affair an done who 
took pari in the said gallant charge. I 
believe- in giving credit where credit is, 
diie, but, not too much of it. Now, dear| 
father and mother, 1 will just, illustrate 
to you the whole affair. On the 20th ot 
October, at -1 a.m. an order came that 
the Second Brigade would move up and 
turn out the enemy from Dargai, who 
had retaken it after having been taken 
once by the Second Brigade, und left, 
owing to the scarcity of water, they had 
to leave the position (put that down for 
what it is worth, as you will see in my 
letter). Well, on the 20th our regiment, 
which is the first regiment of the First 
Brigade, was borrowed to help the Sec- 
end Brigade to recapture the hills. We 
left Camp Shiuwari at 4:110 a.m., aud 
were told we should have to light hard 
for our day's meals. That was a pleasant 
start. We trudged on. the whole way 
being up-hill, the Second Brigade leading 
and us ill support. We got the first 
height without opposition. It was then' 
the Gordons were left to lire long-range 
volleys at 1,800 yards, while the Dorsets, 
Derbys, Goorkhas and Sikhs advanced 
under their lire and that of the artillery. 
We advanced up the Dargai Hill, when 
at about 800 yards away the enemy opn- 
ed tire on us, and they were pretty ac- 
curate in some places, und several got 
Hit before we replied to their lire. I 
know I hail several narrow squeaks, ns 
we couldn't get up only in single tile, 
and very steep ut that. Their shots 
were dropping in among us, which made 
us feel rather uncomfortable for a time. 
However, we got up to within 400 yards 
of them, on a ridge opposite the pass. 
At the first we wen? held in support, the 
Dorsets attacking the front and tin' 
Goorkhas their left, and we were then 
sent to try and make a right Hank attack, 
hut it was too steep for us, and the en- 
emy's lire too heavy, so we had to remain 
on the ridge, and, after ten minutes' rest, 
the Derhvs were ordered to open a steady 
volley lire by sections. I. with my sec- 
tion, secured a good position, and I was 
ordered to commence. Well, I got some 
good volleys in, which told at 400 yards 
distant. We couldn't see many of the en- 
emy at a time, only when they chanced to 
be 'looking over their walls, and I had 
the consolation of seeing a few of them 
diop We and the Dorsets then opened 
a heavv Brc, while the Goorkhas tried a 
c harge" on lhc-ir left, hut without avail. 
'Ihe enemy had the distance at the pass 
to a nicety, and the poor Goorkhas were 
siinplv mowed down with bullets. Ol 
course, they had to retire. Then the Dor- 
sets were ordered to try, with the same 
result as the Goorkhas. We could only 
get at the pass one company at a time. 
Then the order came for the Derbys to 
charge their position. The colonel or- 
dered them to cease firing, and drew us 
up und said: "Men of the Derbyshire, it 
has come to our lot to take the 1'ass. and 
I want von all to think of the good name 
you bear, and go like men and soldiers. 
We then fixed bayonets and made a 
insh. The first company was D Coni- 
pnnv, with Captain Smith at their head. 
He 'got half-way across when he received 
three shot, which felled him, then the 
color sergeant got hit in the shoulder, 
and then a lieutenant was bit in the knee, 
and five men besides. A company was 
the next, and they had one sergeant and 
three men hit. it was no use, the tin- 
was too heavy for us; we had to retire 
to our old position, having several more 
hit in so doing. We recommenced vol- 
leys, and we were fighting from i) a.m. 
to 4 li.in.. and trying to get their position, 
and it was the most horrible sight 1 
ever saw. Men were dropping all over 
the place, some had legs off, and anus 
and feet off, and one officer- was brought 
down without his head. It was a sight 
1 shall never forget. We were falling 
over the dead and wounded in endeavor- 
ing lo get up; helmets, boots, pulties. 
hands, lingers and feet were lying all 
about, nnd it was sickening to hear the 
cries ol' (lie wounded chaps, and they 
couldn't find sufficient doolies to carry 
them into the hospital, and they .were 
left to either die or lie in agony until 
they were fetched down. Then up eame 
the' Gordons, fresh from the bottom, at 
4 p.m., and they were ordered to charge; 
while we and the other four regiments 
were ordered to pour into the enepiy the 
most murderous fire possible for three 
minutes. The results must: have been 
terrible. 1 was shouting words of com- 
mand to my section to keep them in 
check until I could neither speak nor 
hear from the din and roar of bullets ol 
the rifle and- cannon. It was when this 
had been kept up for about live minutes 
that we were all ordered to cease filf 
and join in the charge, and it was a 
ncck-to-neck rush who should be up first, 
and tho Gordons were there first, hut as 
a matter of fact, everybody got. mixed 
up. I was among the Sikhs at: the top. 
and you never saw such a sight in your 
life; and it was with the Gordons being 
first that they won the honor of taking 
the position, but it must be remembered 
that we had been fighting over six hours, 
and knocked about all over tho shop, 
while the Gordons had been at rest all 
the day, putting in a volley now and 
again at 1,800 yards, consequently they 
were fresh and lit to do the charge, and 
then only while we were, pouring in a 
murderous lire, which 1 can say would 
have moved an army, never mind a 7,000 
enemy, and I may also mention that 
over hall' the brigade was up as soon as 
the Gordons. There were a lot of them 
passed me when we were collecting to- 
gether again. We got together ut p. 
in., nnd the Gordon's were opposed to the 
enemy's lire just about one hour nt the 
outside after the position was gained. 
The Derbyshire and Goorkhas were or- 
dered to push on and follow the enemy, 
and prevent them from taking up anoth- 
er position; while Ihe Gordons retired 
lo their first position down the hill and 
gid down to rest, where they hud their 
j frod anil blankets, and warm clothing. 
Wo hud to push on, and we saw the en- 



emy again on a low ridge, where the;.' 
bad planted 13 banners up. Company 
was ordered to move them. We started 
firing at 1,!J00 yards, which proved too 
long, rind we reduced it to 1,200, which 
dropped right in their midst, and they 
didn't like it. The volleys had splendi 1 
effect, and we could see them drop, and 
they soon ran— -what there was left of 
them. Now comes the question of scar- 
city of water, through which the Gor- 
dons had to return to camp on the 18th', 
As I have just said the Gordons got their 
food, bedding and warm clothes. We had 
neither food, bedding nor warm clothing, 
except a coat on our backs, which was 
little or no use then. After it. got dark 
and a terrible wind blowing, we had to 
build a wall on a hill to guard us from a 
sudden attack, and then we could either 
get down to rest on nothing but hard 
sharp rocks or else walk about all night. 
We made pillows of our water bottles, 
but it was too cold to sleep. The Colonel 
ami all officers were the same, and a few 
men lay on the ground, with, our Col- 
onel in the centre, trying to get him 
warm. But, no. The night was pitch 
dark, and we had to stick it, and we 
weren't allowed tires, because it would 
draw the enemy's attention. A lot 
poor chaps fell to the ground completely 
done over. 1 for one did. It was tin 
longest, coldest: and worst night I eve: 
experienced. It was impossible to go 
Wfirm or sleep. When daylight came wi 
started a lire, and got round it, the olli 
cers all sitting among us. Then came 
the cry for water. Parties were sent in 
different directions to seek it. The glad 
news came of some being found about 
one mile down the front side of the hill. 
And it was water! To commence with, 
it was stagnant, and as black as ink. 
hut wo had to drink it or go without. 
Without any exaggeration at all, 1 would 
have sooner drank soap suds or dirty po- 
tato water. We tried boiling it. but it 
didn't alter it much. After a while wo 
got signalers in communication with us, 
and we asked for food and water. Ans- 
wer came that food and heding were be- 
ing sent for. But no water could be 
brought up, and so we remained two 
whole days without. The food came up 
at 4 p.m., and we ate like wolves. We 
charged on it. The bedding didn't ar- 
rive until the next morning, but the Gen- 
eral gave us permission to have fires all 
night and find sentries to watch the 
front. However, the fires were a great 
blessing to us, and we spent a much 
pleasantor night than the first, and we 
got: two drains of rum each. I soon got 
outside my rum. The next morning every- 
thing came. On the whole, our suffer- 
ings were terrible, and' they can be bet- 
ter imagined than described. And yet 
the Gordons had to retire because they 
couldn't get water on the first day! Fath- 
er, I only wish it lay in my power to send 
a paragraph to the papers about it. We 
are not allowed to write to papers. The 
poor Gordons hud no water for one day; 
what price the Derbys aud Dorsets, who 
had to go without for two days and not 
allowed to retire, and no clothing or food 
or bedding. I may say, father, that that 
affair has caused a lot of correspondence 
in the papers by the head authorities. 
And it won't surprise me if there is not 
a row over it in parliament. It has been 
mentioned in the papers about our hard- 
ships and sufferings at Dargai, and it 
also says that these reasons for retiring 
are rather "fishy." So, now, dad, you 
have the whole news regarding the tak- 
ing of Dargai Hill, and I think you all 
at home will agree witli me that the 
Derbyshire and Dorsetshire lads did just 
as much ns the Gordons. I can assure 
you all that what 1 have written is tin; 
whole true statement of our first day's 
fight. Yon can rest .assured that your 
son, .Tack, did his duty in the field of 
slaughter, for such it was in every sense 
of the word. 1 have explained all this 
to you because all the papers are full of 
the gallant Gordons' charge at Dargai, 
but I notice this week in the paper (In- 
dian) that it says, "Although the Gor- 
dons made the successful charge, closely 
followed by the Derbys, Dorsets, and 
native regiments, England need not be 
the less proud of her lads of the Derby- 
shire and Dorset." You'll see, dad, it 
will soon come out. _ It is on every man's 
tongue about it. Well, dear mother and 
father, this is all 1 have to say this time, 
as I want to catch tho mail. I have 
plenty more to tell you, und I will on the 
next opportunity. I am in good health, 
but terribly done up. 1 don't know what 
it is to take my boots off or get a good 
rest. I am always on the move and 
didging bullets. However, I hope I 
shall In' spared to return to you all, and 
thou I will tell you something about a 
soldier's life on active service. I trust 
you are all in the very best of health and 
that work is plentiful amongst you. So 
good-bye, and God bless you all. From 
your loving and affectionate son,

MOW INCANDESCENT DAMP. 

Consumes Only Half as Much Current 
as the Present Lamp. 

(The Manufacturer.) 
If German expectations are realized, 
electric' lighting stands on tho threshold, 
of a new age in which its field of applica- 
tion should be yery much increased. Tin? 
director of the electro-chemical labora- 
tory in the University of Goettingen,. 
Prof. Nernst, lias invented a new incan- 
descent lamp, which differs from all ex- 
isting models, not only in its system of 
construction, but furthermore has the 
highly important advantage Idiot it usea 
not more than half (according to some ac- 
counts one-quarter) of the electric power 
which is necessary to run. the electric 
incandescent lamps of the present pat- 
tern. Since the invention has just been. 
reported to the patent office, und since 
negotiations for handling the patent fin- 
ancially are still pending with Siemens* 
ifc Ilalske, the prominent German electri- 
cal firm, there are of course few details 
at baud. It is confidently believed, how- 
ever, and the high reputation of the in- 
ventor would seem to be a guarantee of 
this, that now at one stroke the com- 
petitive contest among the lighting sys- 
tems will be decided in a definite man- 
ner in favor of the electric light. 

The main point made public regarding 
the discovery is that the glowing fila- 
ment of the new lamp does not burn in 
the vacuum of a glass penr-sbuped globe,, 
as is the present case with the carbon, 
filament at present. The new material' 
burns in the open air. The glowing body 
is a thread three centimetres in lengtln 
and half u centimetre in diameter, though, 
the nature and character of it have still 
not been revealed. 

The most important point seems to he 
that the invention consumes so much 
less electric energy. This will make an. 
normous difference in the cost of instal- 
ling an electric lighting, system. The cost 
of producing electricity is not the most 
important factor, though there will be a 
saving here for each lamp in coal ami 
machinery. A still greater factor is tlu> 
cost of installation, which includes tho 
copper cable which must be laid down 
underground of strung on poles through 
'very groat city. It is a real copper 
mine, with millions of pounds of caoutch- 
ouc, which now must be buried under the 
streets. If lamps are introduced which 
burn with expenditure of much less pow- 
er the wire can be thinner, and the cost 
of installation will be materially reduced.. 
The thicker cable now employed will be- 
sufficient to supply with electricity twice- 
or three times the present number of 
"amps. It is thought that this invention, 
will widely extend the use of the elec- 
tric light, especially in private bouses.

Barratta Found Guilty of Attempt- 
ed Murder but the Jury Re- 
commend Mercy. 



Grand Jury Bring- in a True 
Bill in the Nichol Libel 
Case.

At tin; assizes yesterday the docket 
vus cleared with the exception of the 
Wolf murder case and the criminal libel 
suits. The grand jury had the indictment 
for libel against Mr. Nichol, editor of 
the Province, handed to them for con- 
sideration and late in the afternoon 
brought in n true bill. 

The trial of Martha Wolf lor the mur- 
der of Mrs. C. Marsden opens this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. 

The charge against Joseph Barrattn, 
accused of attempting to murder Joseph 
Grosse, did not take long, all the evi- 
dence being in in less than an hour. As 
told by Grosse and borne out by Michael 
Christian, the prisoner came into the 
Osborne House on April and played 
••freeze out" with several companions for 
some hours. Some words passed between 
the prisoner and Grosse, the bar-keep- 
er. This resulted in Barratta grasping 
Grosse by the arm ami trying to get him 
to come outside and light. Grosse hit 
him on the head with a beer glass, knock- 
ing him down. This was about 7 o'clock 
and between half an hour and an hour 
atterwards Barratta returned and open- 
ing the door of the bar room fired a shot- 
gun at Grosse, wounding him in the 
neck and right forearm with a charge of 
No. 8 shot. Dr. Hart, who examined the 
wound, said it was but a slight one as 
only a few of the scattering shot hit the 
mark. 

The crown was represented by Mr. A. 
G. Smith, deputy attorney-general, while 
jMr, Geo, Powell appeared for the prison- 
er. 

The defence called no witnesses, Mr. 
Powell making the plea to the jury that 
Barratta owing to the blow on his head 
and the drinking he had done was not 
in a responsible state of mind when he 
fired the shot. 

Mr. Justice McColl in charging the 
jury said that the fact of {he man hav- 
ing been drinking was not the slightest 
excuse for his deed, nor had the least 
evidence been shown in his favor. 

After an absence of three-quarters of 
an hour the jury returned with a verdict 
of guilty wiHi a recommendation to 
mercy. 

Asked by the court as to the grounds 
on which the recommendation to mercy 
was based the foreman of the jury, Mr. 
P. P. Kaitt, stated that it was on the 
account of the provocation received by 
the blow on the head, which caused the 
prisoner apparently to he somewhat: daz- 
ed from the combiner effects of the blow 
and the whiskey he had been drinking. 

Mr. Justice McColl, after thanking the 
jury for the evident attention they had 
given the ease discharged them. 

C. W. Johnson failing to appear to 
answer to the charge of embezzlement, 
his bail was ordered estreated unless he 
was produced before the end of the as- 
sizes and cause shown for his not ap- 
pearing sooner. R. ,T. Maedoaald is his 
bondsman, the sum being .<2.")0. 

As arranged the previous day Mr. Jus- 
lice McColl instructed the jury on the 
indictment against Mr. W. 0. Nichol for 
criminal libel. The indictment, he said, 
Mas not one brought by the crown but 
by private prosecution and arose out of 
an alleged, defamatory libel published on 
December 11 last in the Province news- 
paper, of which the defendant, W. C. 
Nichol. was the editor. The article was 
a lengthy one and it was not necessary 
for him to read it to the jury. It was 
alleged that the article charged Hon. J. 
IT. Turner and Hon. G. B. Pooley, mem- 
bers of the provincial government, with 
improper conduct in allowing their names 
to be used in their official capacity to 
promote the interest of public compan- 
ies in which they were directors. The 
question involved in the publication of 
this article was important not merely be- 
cause of the nature of the complaint 
made, but also because of the position 
that newspapers occupied in the discus- 
sion of public questions. The prelimin- 
ary question of the responsibility of the 
defendant for the publication of the 
article was a simple one as it ap- 
peared that part of the article was in 
the defendant's own handwriting. The 
principal question, however, was whether 
the article was a fair comment upon men 
holding public positions. The real difficul- 
ty was to carefully separate what might 
he considered as fair comment on public 
men from a charge against their charac- 
ters. The jury had to find out if all 
that was alleged was fair comment of 
the natural consequence of these gent'.i.'- 
inen allowing their names to be used or 
whether the writing went beyond that 
and made distinct charges of dishonesty. 
In quoting from authorities the court 
stated that it had never been laid down 
by law what was or was not fair com- 
ment and it. was therefore one entirely 
for the grand jury to decide upon the 
particular circumstances of the cose. A 
good deal had to be allowed to newspa- 
pers in .criticising public men, but the 
writing must never go beyond what 
might be considered fair comment and a 
reasonable degree of judgment and mod- 
eration must be shown. The article com- 
plained of too must he taken as a whole 
and more than that the reference to any 
other article written before it that might 
be considered as a natural sequence of 
events. 

The grand jury then retired and later 
in the afternoon brought in a true bill 
against Mr. Nichol, having arrived at 
this conclusion without needing to sum- 
mon any witnesses before them, 

When the court reassembled at half- 
past two the grand jury brought in a 
true bill in the ease of John Williams, 
accused of stealing. 

Before the trial Mr. IT. E. A. Robert- 
son had an objection to raise on behalf 
<>f the prisoner. He had first: eleete.l to 
be tried by a jury ami afterwards had 
wanted to change his choice. This had 
been refused and Mr. Robertson clairii- 
ek> t Prisoner bad a right to re-

Williams was charged with relieving 
A - Henry, a Manitoba fanner of 
*«.10-m a confidence game last. April. The 
principal evidence was that of Henry 
who told how he had arrived in town and 
in seeking some Information came into 
the company of an obliging stranger who 



'.had a couple of drinks with him and then 
invited him into the. Empire hotel to have 
a cigar. Here Williams appeared on the 
scene and there was betting between 
Williams and the "friend" on the number 
of spots on the- top and bottom of dice 
thrown. Henry was induced to show his 
wad of $210 and the "friend" proceeded 
to snatch it. Williams got the wad and 
"my friend" as Henry described the 
other held Henry while Williams skipped 
out. "Williams was aftewards caught 
and some of the money found on him. 
Henry, in cross-examination by Mr. Rob- 
ertson, said he had lived 18 years on a 
Manitoba farm and had never bet in 
his life nor shaken dice. Several other 
witnesses were called by the prosecution, 
which was conducted by Mr. Smith for 
the crown. The defence called none, but 
Mr. Robertson in bis address to the jury 
took the view that Henry had allowed 
two glasses of beer to over rule his pru- 
dence ami he had lost, his money betting 
and now wanted to get it back. 

Mr. Justice McColl in summing up 
charged strongly against: the prisoner 
mid said from the arguments for the de- 
fence in the two cases before him that 
day there seemed to be something pe- 
culiar about the way a spoonful of beer 
seemed to affect a man in Victoria. 

The jury after live minutes' absence 
brought, in a verdict of guilty and the 
court, adjourned till this morning at 10 
o'clock.

island on Kyuquot sound, where they 
camped drying their clothes and sleep- 
ing on the ground that night. Tuesday 
morning an Indian guided the party to 
the village of Kyuquot, where the seal- 
ing schooner Favorite, of Victoria. B.C., 
Capt. John McLean, was found becalm- 
ed, which took the party aboard and set 
sail for Victoria, landing there at -1 
a.m. June 1st, 189S.

SURVIVOR'S STORY. 

Mr. G. H. Pennington, one of the pas- 
sengers, who survived the wreck, was 
on the way to Kotzebuc sound, with a 
big outfit, intending to spend a year or 
two prospecting. According to his 
statement there was a very limited 
crew on the schooner, consisting of be- 
sides the captain and mate three sea 
men, two cooks and a waiter. From the 
time the vessel passed Capo Flattery. 
Mr. Pennington was kept busy helping 
the sailors. Not being a sailor he would 
not say whether the schooner was over- 
loaded but. he did know that the water 
poured through the bulwarks around the 
temporary cabin and there were no out- 
lets for it. He did not think the fact 
of the house being built on the deck 
could have been the cause of the acci- 
dent, it being a very light affair. 

Most: of the passengers had been sea- 
sick from the time the. schooner entered 
open water and although the cabin was 
flooded they remained in their bunks 
until the schooner was on her side and 
Seaman Carlson, who was acting as 
second mate and was on watch, gave the 
alarm, when they rushed out on deck 
as they had left their bunks, few taking 
time to find any cloches. The launch 
Kannornia was on the lee side, and she 
was thi! first to be launched. Three or 
four men got into her at once, and kept 
her away from the vessel's side. Cnpt. 
Crockett called to the men to take to 
the boats bat they took no notice of him 
until the mate and Mr. Pennington 
jumped into the launch and pushed her 
clear, to prevent her from being smash- 
ed. Then a number of men jumped into 
the water and were picked up by the 
launch. The boat was taken alongside 
several times but few availed themselves 
of the opportunity to save their lives, 
seemingly thinking there was more safe- 
ty in remaining with the vessel, failing 
to realize that she was doomed. 

Several of the cooler heads went to 
the cabin door to assist Mrs. Gamble 
to the launch, but Mr. thimble went 
back to their stateroom with the child 
and she followed him. The passengers 



and crew tried, to induce them itn come 
out, but they ' steadfastly refused and 
must have gone down with the schoon- 
er. Mrs. Gamble could have been plac- 
ed in the launch without wetting her 
feet, said Mr. Pennington. 

The other passengers, when Those in 
the launch lost sight of the schooner 
were clinging to the rigging and railing, 
with the exception of the four or live 
who were in the other launch. Mr. 
Pennington thinks the second launch 
may also have reached shore for, con- 
trary to the view of Capt. Crockett, he 
is of opinion that the Kanuorma drifted 
a long way from the scene of the wreck 
before daylight, when they (licked up 
Johnson and Reilly. 

Mr. Pennington speaks very highly of 
the actions of the captain and crew, 
who kept their heads 'and were cool, 
during n scene of terrible excitement. 
Quite a big sea was running, he says, 
and it was washing over the schooner as 
she lay on her side. 

WHAT CARLSON SAYS. 

Seaman Carlson, who was on watch 
when the schooner commenced to sink 
and gave the alarm, says the gale was 
just an ordinary one, such :is a schooner 
of the Jane Gray's size and build should 
have lived through. She was full of 
cargo, and besides the temporary deck 
houses, carried a deck cargo of coal, wa- 
ter barrels, the two launches and a small 
boiler, so thai: she was pretty well crowd- 
ed, but was not deep in the water as the 
cargo was light. The waves washed 
over her deck and the scuppers having 
been closed up when the house was built, 
the water could not run off. The pumps 
were kept busy and the cabin bailed out. 
but early on Sunday morning he noticed 
that the vessel was keeling over and he 
aroused 'he captain and mate, who in 
turn ordered all hands on deck. In less 
time than it takes to tell^the schooner 
was on her beam end, am™ sinking rap- 
idly. It was very dark at the time and 
raining heavily, but there was not a se- 
vere gale. The excitement was terrible, 
the men praying and crying for help, 
Everything possible was done to save the 
passengers, but they seemed reluctant to 
take to the boats. 

Previous lo the listing of the schooner, 
Mr. Carlson said she had been acting 
well. 

SHOULD HAVE RETURNED. 

At the American consul's office yester- 
day Charles Olson and Albert Johnson, 
the cooks of the schooner, made the 
statement that they had told the pas- 
sengers on Saturday, the day that the 
water first found its way into the cabin, 
that the vessel should be taken to Noah 
Bay or some other nearby harbor. Ask- 
ed as to whether they hud spoken to the 
captain of the danger of proceeding on 
the voyage, they say they had not. He 
was captain of the vessel, they said, and 
no doubt knew his business better than 
they did, but they steadfastly stuck to 
their opinion that the schooner should 
not have continued on her voyage. 
SCHOONER AND CARGO. 

The Jane Gray was built in Ruth, 
Maine, in 1S87, and was therefore not 
an old vessel. For a number of years 
she was operated from San Francisco 
as a whaler, being brought north last 
spring by the McDougall-Southwick 
Company, the large drygoods linn of Se- 
attle, or either purchased or chartered 
her to run between Seattle and Kotze- 
bue Sound. This was her first trip since 
being litted out for the Alaska trade, 
and according to Mr. Pennington did not 
undergo an official examination before 
starting on her voyage, although he says 
be believed she was exa mined by the in- 
surance inspectors. Her cargo was val- 
ued at anywhere from twenty-live to 
thirty thousand dollars, consisting of the 
outfits of the miners and mountain climb- 
ers. The survivors alone lost .'ji.'t.OOO in 
cash, not even having time after the 
alarm was given to save their pocket 
books. 

Major Iugrnham and the Italian moun- 
tain climbing party were- going to scale 
Mount St. Elins to complete the work 
commenced last year by Prince Luigi. 
Two of the Italians lost, their lives, the 
party's very valuable out tit, like every- 
thing else on the schooner was lost. The 
Major, however, expects to make a sec- 
ond start very shortly. 

The launch in which the survivors 
reached shore was but 28 feet, long with 
a nine-foot. beam, so the crowded condi- 
tion of the shipwrecked crew, who had 
to propel their craft with pieces of lum- 
ber, having but n small piece of canvas 
for a sail, can be imagined. They were 
forced to sit. huddled together for thirty- 
six hours, at times wet to the skin with 
spray from the waves. 

With the exception of Mr. Pennington, 
Seaman Carlson and Cooks Johnson and 
Olsen. the survivors left for Seattle on 
the City of Kingston yesterday morn- 
ing, fhe others following on the Norrb 
Pacific last night. The crew were pro- 
vided for by United States Consul 
Smith, during their stay here and were 
furnished with transportation to Seattle. 

Johnson und Reilly, the two men 
picked up by the launch after daylight 
broke say that when they were washed 
from the railing very few remained on 
the schooner, the men having dropped 
or been carried off one or two at a time. 
They succeeded in finding planks, to 
which fact they owe their lives, the othe- 
ers having sank as soon as they lost 
their hold on the railing.
